The work of repairing the Point 
bridge will be commenced, to-day. 
Engineer Wihnot, when questioned regard 
ing the proposed alterations, went into do- 
ttiils as to the cause of tho break, and the 
manner in which it is proposed to avoid 
similar mishaps in tho future. 

"The troublo was caused," suid he, "by 
the manner in which tho girders wero pre- 
pared to receivo the bar to which tho sus- 
pension rods are attached. Through the 
ends of tho girders thero aro bored two 
round holes through which tho bar of square 
iron, bent in the form of a U, is passed, the 
ends being secured with a washer-plate and 
nuts. These plates fit tight against tho 
lower side of the girder, in such a way as to 
retain all moisture introduced from above. 
The natural result hat been that the timber 
of tho girders has gradually rotted, until 
it is no longer fit to sustain the required 
weight. This will ho avoided, in future, by 
the passing of the strap around tho outside 
of the girder, and attaching it to a plate, 
which will rcnaW. it not only stronger but 
but far more lasting, Though iron girders 
would have been bettor, I think that by 
this meuns the bridgu can be fixed so as to 
last for a, long time. Tho break which oc- 
curred in the first placo was near the point 
of suspension, and the sway braces of iron 
rodn, beneath the floor, were all that kept 
the car from going through. Several days 
will be needed to complete tho work, as 
owing to its nature only a small gang of men 
can be used at ono tjmo. Tho bosa carpen- 
ter will make acarefuliiispection|of the entiro 
bridge, and all bolts and nuts will bo gone 
over and tightened, wherever they havo b
